To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1943. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  remained 
extremely  good,  and  there  has  been  freedom  from  large 
epidemics  of  infectious  disease.  At  the  same  time 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  general  resistance 
to  disease  is  not  as  good  as  during  the  past  few  years. 

There  has  been  considerable  increase  in  minor  ailments 
and  minor  diseases,  and  these  have  not  cleared  up  rapidly 
as  would  ordinarily  be  expected.  Remembering,  however, 
that  it  is  the  fourth  year  of  the  war  with  its  associated 
difficulties  and  restrictions  the  record  of  health  is 
remarkably  good. 

The  population  is  very  considerably  above  peace-time 
standards  whilst  housing  difficulties,  and  particularly 
overcrowding,  are  increasingly  serious  problems. 

The  statistics  of  the  district,  notably  the  birth- 
rate and  the  death-rate  are  extremely  satisfactory,  whilst 
the  figures  for  maternal  and  infant  mortality  are  also 
excellent. 

The  social  improvements  which  had  been  progressing  in 
years  prior  to  the  war  naturally  came  to  a standstill  in  1939. 
The  experience  of  the  last  few  years  has  emphasised  the  urgent 
necessity  for  general  housing  develooments  and  the  completion 
of  main  drainage  schemes  which  were  interrupted  by  the  outbreak 
of  war. 

^he  work  of  the  denartment  during  the  war  years  has 
been  vastly  increased  and  extremely  onerous.  Its  completion 
has  been  made  possible  only  by  the  helpful  assistance  of  all 
members  of  the  Council  and  the  cordial  co-operation  of  all 
members  of  the  staff.  I desire  to  express  my  thanks  to 
all  for  their  valuable  assistance  during  this  time  of  special 
difficulty.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  social  Conditions  in  the  District  remain  in  general 
unaltered.  Naturally  there  has  been  an  increasing 
industrialisation  even  in  the  rural  areas. 

The  increased  copulation  resultant  upon  evacuation  from  the 
cities  and  large  towns,  and  the  flow  of  workers  to  the  factories 
has  increased  the  demands  on  housing  accommodation  enormously, 
despite  the  fact  that  a great  many  of  the  workers  choose  to  live 
in  adjacent  towns  rather  than  in  the  Dural  District. 

The  lack  of  freo airs  and  renovations  to  houses  has  resulted  in 
the  general  deterioration  o*  conditions,  particularly  in  the  older 
properties. 

Overcrowding  is  a constant  occurrence  and  is  increasingly 
difficult  to  remedy.  Many  of  the  older  cottages  still  in  use 
would,  under  ordinary  conditions,  have .^een  scheduled  for 
demolition,  ^ut  have  to  he  maintained  with  the  minimum  expenditure 
to  make  them  hahitahle  for  a short  period  because  of  the  housing 
shortage. 

The  problem  of  housing  tubercular  patients  suitably  is 
one  of  the  serious  aspects  of  the  lack  of  housing  accommodation. 

On  the  other  hand  the  general  economic  level  has  been 
considerably  improved  by  higher  wages,  and,  in  a great  many 
cases,  better  feeding  with  the  help  of  works  canteens  than  in 
the  past,

A special  ambulance  service  has  been  organised  to  convey 
patients  to  and  from  the  four  Evacuation  Scheme  Sick  Bays  which 
work  in  close  co-operation  one  with  another  in  the  Guildford 
Rural,  Hambledon  Rural,  and  Haslemere  Urban  Districts.  This 
service  is  centred  upon  the  Shalford  Civil  Defence  Ambulance 
Depot,  in  the  Guildford  Rural  District,  and  is  administered 
voluntarily  by  members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and 
Civil  Defence  Service.  This,  service  has  been  an  essential 
part  of  the  scheme,  as  without  it  the  Sick  Bays  could  not 
function.  During  the  year  245  patients  were  conveyed,  and 
7.350  miles  were  covered.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


WATER. 

There  are  five  public  companies  and  2 private  undertakings 
supplying  the  District.  Certain  large  estates  have  their  own 
private  supplies.  Every  Parish  in  the  District  has  a piped 
water  supply,  hut  this  does  not  reach  to  every  house  and  cottage, 
as  it  is  uneconomic  to  expend  water  mains  for  individual  users. 
There  has  heen  very  little  extension  of  piped  supplies  during 
the  year. 

All  these  water  supplies  are  examined  systematically  at 
regular  intervals  , and  no  difficulty  has  heen  experienced. 

A great  many  houses  and  cottages  are  supplied  hy  wells,  and 
these  are  examined  only  when  special  circumstances  direct  attention 
to  them.  The  number  of  wells  prohibits  any  systematic 
programme  of  sampling. 

The  water  supply  of  the  District  was  discussed  in  some 
detail  in  my  Annual  Report  of  1938,  so  that  it  is  unnecessary 
to  repeat  any  details  now. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

All  schemes  fbr  main  drainage  have  been  held  in  abeyance 
during  the  war.  Serious  difficulties  have  been  encountered 
in  those  villages  where  main  drainage  schemes  were  under 
consideration  in  1938  and  1939.  With  the  increased  population, 
the  need  for  main  drainage  is  more  urgent  than  ever.  Meantime 
difficulties  have  to  be  surmounted  more  frequent  emptying 
of  cesspools  and  such  emergency  measures  which  are  applicable 
in  each  case. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  the  cleanaing  of 
cesspools  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  throughout  the  district. 

Refuse  Collection.  - 5 Dennis  refuse  lorries  are  used  for 

this  work.  Fortnightly  collection  is  provided  for  over  65^ 
of  the  area.  The  remainder  has  a monthly  service. 

Cleansing  of  Cesspools.  - Cesspools  are  emptied  oh  application 
free  of  charge,  once  in  every  quarter.  5 Dennis  (750  gallon) 
emptiers  are  in  use  for  this  work. 

SHOPS. 

The  Local  Authority  is  responsible,  under  the  Shops  Act, 
1934  for  ensuring  that  there  is  adequate  ventilation,  warming 
and  sanit'ary  conveniences,  whilst  the  County  Council  controls 
other  condition^  such  as  lighting,  washing  facilities,  seating 
accommodation  and  hours  of  employment,  etc. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  the  year  was  12. 
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SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  conditions  at  the  schools  are,  in 
general,  satisfactory. 

No  schools  were  closed  during  1943  on  account  of 
infectious  disease. 

Table  V on  page  21  shows  the  number  of  children 
absent  from  school  on  account  of  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  including  contacts  with  cases  of  infectious 
disease. 


HOUSING. 


The  population  of  the  District  is  substantially 
higher  than  in  the  pre-war  period  as  a result  of 
evacuation  from  the  cities.  The  demand  for 
accommodation  cannot  be  satisfactorily  met,  and 
there  i>3-  urgent  need  of  new  building. 

Overcrowding,  though  frequently  not  according 
to  the  legal  standard  is  of  constant  occurrence 
and  increasingly  difficult  to  remedy.  Some  of  the 
older  cottages  still  in  use  would  condemned 
were  it  not  for  the  housing  shortage. 

Eight  cottages  for  agricultural  workers  were 
built  under  the  Government  Scheme,  although  not  all 
were  ( occupied,  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Four  were 
huilt  at  Cranleigh,  two  si  Chl^dingfold , and  two 
at  Duns fold.

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There  were  no  general  epidemics  during  the  year,  although 
a considerable  number  of  measles  cases  were  notified  over  the 
whole  of  the  District. 


Of  the  60  cases  of  scarlet  fever  a substantial  number 
occurred  in  Cranleigh  Public  School,  anc^  a general  eoidemic  in 
the  school  was  expected.  After  removing  all  those  boys  actual]} 
suffering  +‘‘rom  scarlet  fever  to  the  Farnham  Isolation  Hospital, 
with  the  help  of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  those  boys  carrying  the  particular 
group  and  type  of  haemolytic  streptococci  causing  the  disease 
were  picked  out  and  isolated  in  the  School  Sanatorium.  This 
action  was  taken  in  the  early  stages,  and  practically  all 
later  cases  occurred  amongst  the  boys  so  isolated. 


The  help  afforded  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  was  invaluable,  and  could  not  have  been  supplied  by 
any  other  laboratory. 

There  appeared  to  be  very  little  doubt  that  this  action 
prevented  a wholesale  epidemic  throughout  the  school. 

17  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  notified.  The  majority 
of  them  coming  from  children’s  nurseries.  This  disease  is 
prevalent  every  year,  especially  in  the  late  autumn,  and  most 
cases  remain  unnotified . It  does  not  appear  to  be  of  any 
serious  consequence , except  when  it  affects  young  children 
particularly  groups  of  young  children  such  as  are  found  in 
resident! a 1 nur s e r i e s .

The  work  of  this  Committee  has  continued.  During  the 
year,  7 cases  were  considered  by  the  committee,  5 of  which 
were  given  assistance.  In  4 cases  this  took  the  form  of 
supply  of  free  milk,  and  in  one  of  the  so  also  a contribution 
towards  pocket  poney  whilst  in  Sanatorium.  In  the  fifth  case 
a workshop  was  bought,  erected,  insured,  and  electric  light 
provided  to  enable  the  patient  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
repairing  boots  and  shoes,  for  which  he  had  been  preveiously 
trained  by  the  help  of  the  Caro  Committee  and  the  County 
training  schomo.
